During the last 10 days the Post- 
Dispatch has been urging in its news 
and editorial columns that St. Louis) 
ghippers use more generally the 
freight service offered upon the Mis- 
sissippi River by the United States | 
Government. The service is not be- 
ing used to capacity and its perma-— 
nency depends upon its being used to 
to capacity. 

At the same time inquiry was be- 
ing made among shippers as to why 
they were not using the river. By 
thelr answers they fell into three | 
classes. 


1. Those who are using the riv- | 
er, but complain that lack of rate | 
tariffs limits their use of it to ship- 
ments to New Orleans, foreign 
ports and, within the last month, 
t0 Memphis. In this class also are | 
those who make the same corm- 
plaint. but do not use the rates 
that are in effect. 

2. Those who have been giving 
Some business to the river, but 
who are continuing to ship a great- 
er portion of their freight by rail, 
because they were unwilling to ac- 
cept tome inconveniences. com- 
mon to most new undertakings and 
aggravated in a Government insti- 
tution where progress is made 
slower by governmental immobili- 


3. Those who still are unaware 
of what the service is. Their esti- 
mate of it is formed in memory of 
the shortcomings of packet lines. 


How Service Is Viewed. 


Virtually none has given all his 
freight into territory served by the 
barge line to the line. Few have 
viewed the service as a public enter- 
prise to be fostered through early 
Sages by thdir patronage even at a 
Sacrifice. Those heads of firms who 
had such view failed to impress it 
Upon their@traffic departments.
